I would venture to point out that, although, geographically and politically speaking, 
Bunder Abbas is the most important port in Persia litle or nothiog. has been done to 
develop its resources by opening ont its communications, and yet itis the only port which 
bas successfully coped with the immense amount of telegraph material recently landed 
there. To comiclude this subject, unless this line be constructed under British auspices, is 
it not possible that Russia may take up the question ? ; ; 

4. Tnow propose to turn to the question of the postal service, and here again South- 
eastern Persia has suffered much neglect, ‘The Kerman—Bunder Abbas service has toa slight 
extent been improveil by the Belgian Tospector-Gencral, but yet it is nothing better 
than a donkey or foot post, averagin, less than 20 miles w-duy, and this, f would urge, is 
intolerable. From Ralsinjau, where the Kerman-Yezd route is quitted, to Bunder Abbas 

800 miles; consequently, itis iuexcusable that postal conneotion with India 
be so slox. In my own experience, tour months are required to obtain u 


“In other respects there is some progress : letters from Europe reaching Kerma 
t month; x foot post, too, has been recently instituted to Bam. Upon my reco 

mendation, a scheme has recently been subinitted to Tehran for a service that would unite 
Bam to Seistan. The distance is only 280 miles, and the advantages would be. great, 
For instanee, 1 could receive a letter from Seistan in about ten days, whereas a full month, 
is now required. Morvover, 1 could communicate rapidly with the oflcials on the ‘ 
and probably also with India, by this route, Commerce so wants a south to north link 
that it would speedily pay. 

1m conclusion, | have the honour to submit that as soon asa Russian Consul is 
established at Kerman—M, Miller's appointment is confirmed—new departures will be less 
easy than at present,

T HAVE the honour to transmit herewith a copy of a Memorandum which the 

sending to His Majesty's Secretary of State for India,* respecting the 

which prevented his Excellency: from landing at Bushire and exchange 
courtesies with the Shah's Special Envoy, the Ala-cd+Dowleh, necording to. the 
Programme originally arranged. ‘This Memorandum, at the Vieoroy'’s request, ‘I 
countersigned, and the two trifling corrections which, after a more eateful reperusil, T 
have made in it, in the forin of notes, do not affect its substantial accuracy. as. tn: 
account of the entire transaction, 

It is very regrettable that the reception arranged for the Viceroy by the Aluwd- 
Dowleh should, owing to the short-sighted obstinacy. and. stupidity’ of the Central 
Government at Tehran, have fallen through, as it only just missed being: & most brilliant 
seecess, | The Ala-ed-Dowleh had spared io pains to make it 40; he had brougit 
down 2,000 men with him from Shiraz and the Chiefs of many of the principal tribes in 
Southern Persia to do honour to the Viceroy, and he had incurred lavish expenditure in 
decorations and other preparations. 

He feels it accordingly as a personal mortifieation to himself that he should have 
to return to Shiraz withont having aceomplished his mission, through no fault of his 
own, but simply on account of a hitch oveasioned at the last’ moment by the fatuous 
folly of his superiors. ‘The orders which lie received were, however, so explicit that any 
departure from them was out of the question, 

“ Tf" he said, “the Atabeg-i-Azam had still been in office, I would, in order to 
avert a deplorable situation, have taken upon myself the responsibility of complying, 
with the Viceroy’s wishes rather than that he should decline to land, for the Atabex 
is statesman and a man of the world, and would have approved and defended my 
action; but the Ain-ed-Dowleh, besides not being my friend, does not understand

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these diplomatic matters, and I dare not contravene the instructions which I have 
received and which leave me no freedom whatever to act on my own diseretion.” 

At so great a distance from ‘Tehran I can venture upon no positive conjecture as 
to the causes which have influenced the aititude of the Persian Government in this 
matter. When I first discussed the programme of the Vieeregal visit with the Mushir- 
ed-Dowleh, my proposals were accepted without difficulty, and although T was 
informed just hefore leaving that the Shah wished to show his regard for his 
distinguished guest by placing a house on shore at his disposal, it was never intimated 
that its acceptanee would be made a condition of the Viceroy’s receiving the usual 
courtesies, 

Immediately after my departure from ‘Tehran, however, the Mushir-ed-Dowleh 
appears to have bepun to try to modify the programme, and to suggest to Mr. Grant 
Duff that the Aln-ed-Dowleh could only pay the first visit to the Viceroy if the latter 
received him in a Persian official residence. 

T wrote to the Mushired-Dowleh from Ispaban, expressing my surprise at his 
having suggested that the Viceroy should in any circumstances pay the first visit to the 
Ala-ed-Dowich, pointing out that (assuming these two Dignitaries to be of equal rank) 
the host would naturally pay the first call on the guest, irrespective of the national 
character of the building occupied by the latter, and reminding him, as a recent 
application of this principle to the intercourse of the most exalted personages,

T have explained very fully to the Ala-ed-Dowleh—who is greatly distressed at the 

business—the reasons which made it impossible for the Vieeroy to give way, once 

nev conditions, in themselves tinwarrantable, were formally attached to his receiving 
the elementary courtesy of a first visit from the representative of the Shab, 

T have, at the same time, assured him that no blame can be attributed to himself 
personally ; that I fully recognize his powerlessness to run counter to the positive 
instructions he had shown me, and that I deeply appreciate the great trouble he 
has taken to give the Viceroy, so far as lay in his power, a worthy reception at 
Bushire, 

‘The Viceroy left for the Mekran coast Inst night. His Excellency held an official 
reception on board his ship, in the afternoon of yesterday, of the British residents at 
Bushiro, and replied to nn address presented by them, Soon after the conclusion of the 
ceremony I took leayo of him and returned to His Majesty's Residency, whence 
T proceed on the 7th instant on a visit to Mohammerah and the Karun, returning vid 
Bagdad and Kermanshah to Tehran,

WITIE reference to Mr, Acting Consul Monahan’s despatch No. 74 of the 7th 
Getober, T have the honour to report as follows concerning the progress in. the 
construction of the Hojaz Railwa 

A\s already: reported, the Damaiscus-Amman section of the line—n distanes of 
287 kilom. (145 siles)—is now open for traiflic, there being five goods trains and two 
passen ins there and back every week. I understand that tho traflie reveipts are 
stendi the lowest estimate of their total amount per month being £0, 400, 

c 
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while persons, inclined perhaps to exaggerate, maintain that they now reach a sum of 
£7. 2,000 per mensem. I think that one may safely put them at £7. 1,000 a-month. 
On this section, there ure four stations which are completely bui 

Mezerib, Nessib, and Maftak, while at three other points, viz,, K mra, Zerka, 
and Amman the constraction of the stations has nearly reached completion, Ballast, 
however, lmns not heen Inid over the whole distance, 

Beyond Amma: the rails have een laid us far asa place called Debia, a distance 

lom. (414 aniles). Beyond Debéa, the earthworks are completed for another 

(23) miles) to a spot known as Katraneh, and from there for another 
70 kilom. (48% miles) to w place called Anazeh the construction of earthworks is now 
going on. ‘The rails are at present being laid on the Debia-Katranch section, and it 
s understood that as soon ns this latter place is reached, th fon may be continued 
without interruption to Anazeh, seving that the earthworks will by that tine have 
heen completed up to that point. From here (Anazeh) to Méan—a distance of 
57 kilom, miles)—tho task of constructing earthworks will very shortly be 
commenced, if, indeed, it has not already licen beaun, 

‘To resume, rails have been laid, and so, it may be said, the Tine is more or less 
completed over a distance of 303 kilom,—nearly 190 miles—while over a further 
distance of 108 Kilom, (674 miles) the earthworks are mor 
rails are being Inid. 

On the whole, thereforo, the progress with the work lins heen fa 
during the past year, In thie fature, however, it will be very much slower, because,ow 
to the fact that the French Company havo rot 
of the line to he carried over their Beiritt except at most exorbitant 
and, it may he said, prohibiti he Wnrkish Government have decided to press 
on the construction of the Devit-Uaifn branch of the line with all possible spocd, so 
as 0 inipo materials by that route, As a matter of fact, the work on the 
Deviin-Jordan Valley section of this line has already been begun, and it is calculated

‘This was the obstacle which all along lias 
been most apprehended; but from information obtained in reliable quarters and from a 
consideration of the various fiseal sources, which are now being drawn upon with a 
Fiew to the formation of a railway fund, there would appear to be every probability 
that the money: will he fortheoming when requived. the estimated eet ot. tks 
enterprise is now put by Herr Meissner himself at 5,000,000/, at most, whereas nt one 
time this sum was deonied by experts to be the minimum expenditure possible. 

In addition to the amount which as been subscribed throughout the 
Mohammedan world, and which has nearly reached a total of £'0.760,000, there are the 
following sourees of revenue, most of which have been specially erated for the 
purpose of the formation of this fund :— 

1. A poll-tax of 5 piastres on every Moslem head of a family throughout. the 
Empire, It hns been calewtated that this will yield at least £1. 200,000 per annum, 

2. A tas tobe levied on asliding seale on the recipients of ali houorifle distinctions, 
according to their importance, Seeing that the race for decorations is as keenly 
pursued now as ever it was, this is likely to prove a very fertile souree of income, 

3, Half the proceeds of the taxes ‘on chareoal anti wood, which are said to yield 
some £1, 50,000 annually, 

4, A ta isting of a I-piastre stamp, which has to be affixed to all Petitions 
and other documents presonted to the authorities. 

5, A tax, consisting of stamps of different values, which have to be affixed to all 
documents connected with the hire of houses, contracts, leases, &e.

‘The proposal for a railway in West Persia, most in favour vith these engineers 
appears fo be that from Shabtakht on the Arases to ‘Tabreex by Khoi (Hoy) and 
Dinan, the direct route by Julfa being represented as more dieu, 

J have traced this route on the accompanying map,* and it will be noticed ¢ 
taking a southerly bend through Dilman, it was probably intended to iyi 
of the fertile districts along the western shore of Lake Urmia, i 
of the fertile aby of Lake Urmia, if not to make a branch

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Connected with this also, it is interesting to note that south of Lake Urmia, along 
the lesser Zab Valley hes the easiest route from North-West Persia to the Tigris Valley. 

From Urmia the country along the lake shore as far as Sulduz is quite easy for 
railway construction, aud thence a low pass leads into the head of the Lesser Zab Valley. 
‘The general direction of this valley can be traversed until the Tigris Plain is reached, 
when the country lies open either to Bagdad or Mosul. “ 

Along almost the whole length of the Turko-Persian frontier runs a line of lofty 
intricate mountains across which a railway from Persia into Turkey could only be 
carried at prohibitive expense. ‘The only feasible point for such a Tine to. cross the 
frontier is through the break in the long line of hills formed by the Lesser Zab. ‘The 
continuity of the line of frontier hills is broken here by the two plains of Rania and 

vier, both traversed by the Zab, which extend as a sort of wedge up to the frontier 
and afford an easy passage for railway constraction, 

‘To eross the low range on the actual frontier the valley of the Wazna. stream 
could be utilized, until the wide plain of Lahjan where the Zab has its source, is 
reached, 

T was Vice-Consul at Van when these Russian engineers were surveying various 
routes in West Persia, and they then explored all the country round the head waters of 
the Lesser Zai in Persia, and no doubt the natural advantages of this route us. line of 
through traffic from North-west Persie to the Tigris Valley, was apparent to them, 

T would suggest, therefore, that the course as the line as drawn to Dilman may 
mean that there is some ultimate plan of extending it to Urmia, or into the ‘Tigris 
Valley. 

Thave also drawn on the accompanying map the proposed trace of the Bagdad 
Railway, and in dotted lines shown how a branch line would run up the Lesser Zab 
Valley to Urmia, and attract the trade of the extremely fertile districts round the 
lake towards the sea by another route, either westward to the Mediterranean, or south- 
‘ward to the Persian Gulf, 

‘There is no trade route at present along this Zab Valley route from North-west, 
Persia to Bagdad owing to the constant inter-tribal quarrels of the Jarge confederation of 
Bilbass Kurds who occupy the frontier districts along the river and prevent caravans 
passing, 

Notwithstanding. this artificial obstruction it, would appear that this route, as an 
outlet for the trade of West Persia cannot always remain neglected, und must eventually 
become of great importance especially in competition with routes leading northwards 
into Russian territory, 

Asregards the strategical advantages of such a ling, it would entirely depend on 
who seized the initiative in bnilding it, If the Russians did so they would ain a great 
advantage, giving them the foothold they d Valley on the way to the 
Persian Gull. 

If the railway were made from the south it would afford a means of checking Russian 
ambitions in North-west and West Persia, and prevent the absorption by lier of this, the 
most fertile part of Persia.

bis subject would be a strong measure which would be deemed very unfriendly by the 
Shah, and might react on our general relations with him. He would readily under-tand 
that before even expressing any opinion as to the view which His Majesty's Government 
would take of such a proposal, { must refer to your Lordship for instructions. - Speaking 
Personally, 1 should be glad if T were authorized to support him against any furthes 
encronchments or display of bad faith by the Persians, and T would, in writing to your 
Vorship, place his case fully and clearly before you; but he must remomber that the 
Question of Mobammerah as only. part of a much wider problem. I added that 1 
could not diseuss with him our attitude in the event of certain hypothetical contingencies 
in relation to which he wanted me to define it, such as the overthrow of the Kajar 
Pynasty, the break-up of Persia, &c., pointing out that it must necessarily depend upon 
aya unknown cireumstances and conditions respecting which we could now predicate 
nothing. 

He mentioned incidentally in the earlier part of our conversation that the Russians 
Nero quite ready to give promises of protcetion, and T think it not improbable that if we 
withhold our support from him, he may be persuaded to enter into some secret armnge- 
ment with them, 

His Confidential Agent, Haji Reis-ct-Tujar, showed me a letter from the Russian 
Consul-Geueral at Bushiro promising to visit Mohammerah, and aunouncing that he bad 
obtained permission from the Shah to confer upon Sheikh Khazal a very high Russian

‘The whole region to 
the north of Dizful is now closed to them owing to the revolt which the actions of the 
Persian Goverment have occasioned, and the compliance of our Road and Transport 
Conpuny, with the terms of its Concession, has been made impossible by the existence 
of a state of anarchy, the end of which seems as distant as ever. We cannot he 
expected to nequicsce in te extension of this deplorable condition of things to the 
Karun Valley, and we must, therefore t that the provisions of the Shah's Firmin to. 
tie Sheikh, and the promises given him hy M. Nan, shall be serupulously adhered to by 
the Customs Department, and that no further steps shall be attempted of a nature to 
arouse the suspicion and jealousy of the Arabs. But we may require, in addition. to 
putting forward the above considerations, to intimate pretty plainly that if our advi 
Uisregerded we! may have to send a ship to Mohammerah to prevent any collision 
botieen Arabs and Persians, 

‘We have already, in a formal note sent about a year ago (Ihave no means here of 
ssiving extct references) to the Persian Government, reserved in diplomatic but unmise 
lakable language our right to do so should we judge it necessary, 

Ibis, of course, very unlikely that we shall have to speak so strongly to the Persian 
Government. If the Sheikh is firm—and he will be firm as soon as he feels that he has 
either the British or the Russian Government at his back—the Persians will probably 
desist from their efforts to tamper with the arrangement made with him last year, more 
especially it a hint is conveyed to them that we are watching the progress of events at 
Mohammerah, and may possibly interfere in them, 

We have a very strong position, in view of the fact that we urged the Sheikh two 
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rears ag ms over the Customs question with the Persian Government, 
satu nag we wee not formally parties to the Agreement, its acceptance by the 
Arabs was in the main the result of our advice. ‘This cireumstance is, I think, generally. 
known, and at Koweit Sheikh Mubarek told me that he had advised the Sheil ho 
Mohanmerah to rest the Persians rather than submit, but that Sheikh Ghazal bad 
replied that he had yieled oving to the representations of His Majesty's Legation, 
‘The reopening of the question secns to afford us a favourable opportunity for recovering 
the confideuee in us on the Sheikh’s part which has been shaken by the events of two 
years ago, and securing his friendship for and dependence upon us against all attempts 
‘of our rivals to ith it, 7

and Alva, it would be a mistake to station Consitar officers at both these places, ind 
that it would he better to have one Consul whose head-quartors might bo at either one 
or the other, Provided he were given a Consular steam-laureh, he could visit 
Mohammerah if his head-quarters were Ahwaz, or Alywaz if his head-quarters wers 
Mobammerah, whenever he had occasion to do so, A separate Vice-Consul at Ahwaz 
would, in his Bxeelleney’s opinion, he placed too fur from the northern part. of 
Arabistan to be able to enter into any useful arrangements with the Lur 
inhabiting the country beyond Diaful, over whom it appeared desirable that he should 
euileavour to establish an influence. A better plan would seem to bo to station a 
Military Officer from India at Shuster, the principal city of Northem Arabistan,

That the Afghans have similarly encroached upon other villages outside the 
Naizar not strictly belonging to them according to the Goldsmid Award, and that it 
would be unwise to give fre eauso for rupture of friendly setlomect by disturbing these 
long-standing ocenpations on. both sides 

4. That even if Takht-i-Siah were given back to the Afghans, they could make no 
use of it, since it can only be irrigated from the west, or Persian side, 

From a careful study of the map and the reasoning on both sides, Tam convinced 
that a fair and impartial interpretation has now been given to the Goldsmid Award in 
these parts which will provide an easily recognized boundary (defined by tappas, or 
mounds) for the future, 

I hope that your Highness will agree with my views, and that you will issue early 
orders to your local officers to eo-operate with Colonel MeMahon and the Persians in 
erecting the necessary pillars, It is rarely that a disputed boundary ean be fixed that 
will give equal satisfaction to both parties. But in the present ease I'am of opinion, not 
only that this bas been done, but that your Highness’ interests are more safely protected 
by the new boundary than by the old one, while your right to certain important tracts 
which were disputed by the Persians at the commencement of the proceedings has been 
satisfactorily and conclusively established,

T HAVE the honour to forward herewith a copy of my Report to the Lieutenant-

The hilly country to the east of the Hardaba valley, up which lies the main road to 
Dthala, is inbabited by a number of stall tribes, collectively called AL Ajud.t ‘These 
tribes are included in the territories of the Amir of Dthula, and they acknowledge him as 
their Suzerain Chief ; but as he is poor man tor his position, and can neither 
presents nor maintain fighting men, his actual authority in this country is not great. ‘To 
the south and south-east of the Al Ajud are the Dikambaris, who inhabit the Radfan 
range, and the Daiti, who hold the glans of the Radfan running east to the Banna. Th

the offenders. ‘The Sayad was advised to tell the Kotaibi not to listen to evil counsels, 
and to remain quietly in their homes, ‘They might rest assured that we should not interfere 
with them if they did not interfere with us. 

It was now evident that Mubammnd Salch was personally bent on mischief, and it 
was arranged that fifty of the Amir of Dthala’s men should be stationed at Sulek, and 
should constantly patrol the road between that place and Hardaba to prevent petty attacks 
on convoys or the mail. It was still hoped that the more moderate among the Kotaibis, 
Some of whom appeared to appreciate the situation better than Muhammad Saleh, would 
prevent any actual outbreak, and these hopes were encouraged by a letter received from 
Muhammad Saleh about the middle of October, in which he adopted a somewhat more 
sensible tone, and implied that he would submit to the wishes of Goveroment. 

‘This apparent turn of affairs for the better gave me great satisfaction, as T was not 
cesirous of being drawn into a fight with the Kotaibis, especially while the Boundary 
Commission was still above the passes. Unfortunately, the letfer was a treacherous 
missive, apparently intended to put us off, our guard. Barly on the morning of the 25th 
October a party of Kotaibis, led by one of Muhammad Salch's relations, shot in the back, 
and killed, two mounted native soldiers escorting the mail, ‘The men bad, unfortunately, 
started from Hardaba earlier than usual, If they had left at the customary hour the 
Atmiti patrol would have been up and their lives would have been saved. But the party 
of Kotaibi bad, it was afterwards ascertained, been lurking on the spot for several days, 
Getermined to commit some outrage or other, and if these particular men had escaped, 
doubtless some others would have fallen victims, The mail bags were carried off, but 
were afterwards recovered near Saman, 

The stiack on Sulek and the subsequent events arc described in the letter to the 
military authorities, I have been particular in relating what took place before the out- 
break occurred, because this is the first time for a long while that we have been in serious 
conflict with any of the Aden tribes, and 1 wish Government to understand how the 
Kotaibi themselves, or rather Mubammad Saleh, forced hostilities on us. Apprehension 
Was expressed in a recent telegram from the Secretary of State that the result of the 
conflict might be the alienation of the Arabs and theit combination against the British, 1 
would explain that there is very little fear of any eventuality of this kind. ‘The Arabs 
have little power of combination, and the only power which could unite them against us 
would be that of fanaticism. Happily, this has far less force hers than on the Afghan 
Vorder, and any general combination is practically impossible, In the present instance 
the remaining Al Ajud tribes and the Dthambaris were at first inclined to join the 

is; in fact, the contingents of some of the tribes, and individuals from others, 
actually did 60. was partly from fear of what the Kotaibis might do to them in the 
event of their getting the best of it, and partly for the excitement of the thing, and in the 
hope of loot. But, of course, this is a very different matter from a general combination of 
tribes. On the other hand, the Amir turned out ull his men and cate with is himself, 
as, in fhet, he was bound to da, ‘The sinall Alawi tribe behaved very well, and were quite 
ready to fight the Kotaibis on our side if’ we had wished them to do so. Proflers of 
assistance also came from other tribes. So far from there being any general. sympathy 
With the Kotaibis, their defeat is viewed with something approaching to satisfaction among 
all tribes who have any connection with them, or with the road. 

J must state here that the very partial assistance received by the Kotuibis ftom theit 
allies, even at the heginning, was lurgely due to Captain Warneford, Political Officer, 
who contrived to bring pressure to bear both on the Al Ajud tribes and the Dtbambaris, 
and I have no doubt that his management very sensibly diminished the number of rifles 
brought into the field against us, 

Sheikh Muhammad Saleh has now expressed a modified sort of regret at his conduct 
and a desire for peace, Captain Warneford, who is at Sulek, is in communication with

I DINED last night at tho Russian Legation, and after dinner M. Viassof 
turned the conversation to the recent sorious illness ‘of His Majesty the Shah (see 
my despatch No. 206 of the 28th instant), I inquired what his Bxcellency thought: 
would happen in ease of the Shah's death, and he replied that he thought such an 
event would be an unmixed blessing to Persia, and that tho present Vali Ahd would 
succced without any disturbance. ‘The Vali Ahd wasa man far more fitted to rule than 
his father. He was both avaricious and cruel, two characteristics of inestimable 
value in a Persian Sovereign, and his first act would probably be to dismiss or put 
to death the crowd of hungry retainers or sycophants who form the present Court. 1 
asked M. Viassof whether he thought the end of Persia us an independent kingdom 
was near, He replied that that depended entirely on the life of the Shah, If Tis 
M a few moro years, the end was certainly not far off; but if Tis Majes 


fore long, and the present Vali Ahd si led, the evil day might be put off 


fora time, M. Viassof lias an experience of Persia extending over thirty years, all 
his service having been in the country with the exception of an interval in Abyssinia, 
and, T think, at Cettinje, !e told me that on his return to Persia from Abyssinia, he 
had been struck by the“ dégringolage” of every branch of the Government here, 
T took little ‘part in the conversation, but T see no reason to dissont from the 
Russian Minister's views, which seem to me to represent the probable cours of 
) 





events in this country, making every allowance for the well-known capacity of 
Oriental nations of continuing to exist when all Government worth the name has 
disappeared. M. Viassof is very. probably eager that events in Tehran should reach 
2 condition necessitating Russian interference, but there is no doubt that he is 
correct in saying that the Government, always bad, has in the last ten years become 
very much Worse, and lias indeed in some provinces practically ceased to exist. 

How long a State like Persia ean continue to drag on independent of foreign 
control is, of eourse, impossible to say, but disturbances such as occurred at ‘Tabreez this 
pS sp ‘at any time, give the Russian Government an excuse to intervene once and 
for all,

T notice that in the Mushir-ed-Dowleh’s telegram of the 15th November to 
Sir A. Hardinge, his Excellency implies that in my telegram of the 30th October 
(copy enclosed) T conveyed a wrong impression of the views of the Persian Goyern- 
ment, ‘There was no such misunderstanding either on my part or on that of the 
Mushir-ed-Dowleb, His Excellency’s verbal message was brought to me by the 
Nawab Hussein Kuli Khan. We together drafted the telegram, and after carefully 

“ it over, he took a copy for the information of his chief. Since the incident at 
Bushire I have taken the precaution of having all the telegrams that I sent on 
behalf of the Persian Government carefully translated. These translations were 
rea to the Mushir-ed-Dowleh in my presence and pronounced by him to be quite 
accurate, 

I may add that till yesterday, when I received a copy of the Mushir-ed-Dowleh’s 
telegram of the 15th November from His Majesty's Minister, I was unaware that it 
had been sent or that. his Excellency had ever insinuated that I had improperly 
conveyed his views, If any further proof is required that tho Mushir-od-Dowleh’s 
insiniations are unfounded, I submit that the whole Persian caso rests on the last 
sentence of my telegram of the 30th October, viz,, that the “Persian Government 
expect the Viceroy to make the first visit unless his xcellency has an official residence 
provided hy the Persian Government.”

‘The question thus becomes not merely an internal one, but one affecting the mutual 
relations of the two countries, in respect of which it is not unreasonable for the British 
Government to ask of the Persian Government, if the latter is really friendly to it, that its 
view of the question should be considered. 

Tam aware that many of the Hashmat’s personal eniemies ave tried to persuade the 
Persian Government that he has betrayed Persian interests in Seistan to the English 
Government. { stiould have hoped that the history of the Arbitration Commission 
hind satisfied the Persian Government of the falseness of all the stories which persons 
who desire to make illteeling between us have spread about our unitiendly designs 
in Scistan.

THE telegram from the Mushir-ei-Dowleh, communiented by the Persian 
er on tho 28th ultimo, relative to what hs passe on the question of the

‘The Persian Minister for Foreign Affairs docs not appear to have retained an 
aliogetlier accurate recollection of the interview between his Excellency and 
Mr. Grant Dui on the 18th November. In a long and confidential conversation with 
Mr. Grant Duff on the 7th November, his Excellency hnd informed Mx. Grant: Dutt, 
in the presenceof Abbas Kuli Khan, that the Persian Government proposed to deprive 
the Hashmat-ul-Mulk of the Governorship of Seistan. (which has been hereditary 
his family) as soon as the Cominission of Arbitration now in Seistan bad coneluded its 
labours and withdrawn, 

‘Mr. Grant Duff, as was his duty, reported this communication to His Majesty's 
Government, and was instructed to state fo the Minister for Foreign Affairs verbally 
that the removal of the Hashmat-ul-Mulk directly following. the departure of the 
British Mission would undoubtedly bear the appearance of having been effected by 
influences antagonistic to Great Britain, and would in consequence have a very 
detrimental effect on British interests in Scistan, Io was to represent that, these 
interests preponderated over those of any other foreign Power, in consequence of the 
district being conterminous both with British territory and with the Afghan fronticr ;

WII rete woroy’s telegram dated the 12th September, 1903, we hiave 
the honour to forward, for the ion of His Majesty's Sec ry of State for India, 
copies of Mrotectorate 'lreaties eone i the Shcikhs of Diliubj, Mausatta, and 
Muflatiai claus of the Upper Yatlai, and with Sultan Kabtan as vepresenting the 
dependents of this tribe, together with copies of the connected papers cited in the 
attiched list, ‘The ‘Treaties were ratified by. the Viceroy and Governor-General in 
Counsell, the three fist mentioned on the 26th October, and the last on the Bist 
December, 1908, 

Z, Mie four Treaties are for practical purposes identical, except that in the ease of 
that with the Mausatta clan, for the reasons explained by General Maitland in para 
inaph 14 of his letter of the 2nd August, 1903, the protective clause is omitted. In view 
‘of the undertaking embodied in the Convention that the tribe will abstain from entering 
into relations with any foreign Bower, this omission appears to be immaterial, ‘The 
monthly: stipends allowed by the ‘Treaties in éaeh ease are shown in the margin.*

tribe, whose strength and position give them peculiar importance,

2, Originally the Yaifai were one tribe and extended over a large part of the south. 
west corner of Arabia, They were the dominant race in this part of the Arabian 
Peninsula, and are still regarded as the most powerful tribe in Yemen ; but portions of 
the Yaffii have split off and became attached to, or incorporated in, other tribes, 
while the tribe itself has hecome divided into the two portions. which havo hitherto 
been known to us as the Upper Vaffai and the Lower Yaffai, but which are properly 
designated  Yatfai-as-Saffal ” and Yatfai Beni Kasil.” 

3, Ibis not necessary here to attempt a description of the country of the Yafai 
(kvown as Yasha), but it may be stated that itis of very considerable extent and 
almost. entirely mountainous, Tt appears to be on the whole well watered, fertile, 
and thickly popnlated. ‘The inhabitants speak of it as the blessed Yatta.” "The people, 
especially the Upper Yallai, differ from the great majority. of those in the Aden 
Protectoratein boing real fighting men, Bands of Yaffai are frequently employed by 

cfs of less warlike tribes in their contests with each other, and occasionally. the 
Yaflai take service at Hyderabad. ‘Phe Kaiti Chief of Shelir and Mokalla is of Upper 
Yatlai origin, and usually has a body of Yaflai tribesmen in his pay, Nevertheless, the 
Yatlai generally, especially the Yatlai-as-Saffal, keep a good deal to themselves, Until 
recently the Chiefs of the latter have n ited Aden, nor have we had any direct 
relations with them. 

4, Inall questions connected with the tribes in Southern Arabia it is necessary to 
bear in mind the nature of the tribal organization in this country and the position of 
the Chiefs, I think it is now clearly understood that the power of tho Sultang of the 
tribes of Southern Arabia is limited, ‘They are elected by the tribe, always, it is true, 
from the members of a certain family, but on the understanding that the power 
hestoned by the tribesmen may be taken away by them, and given to another member 
of the fail, at len ultan heads a confederacy rather than a 
tribe, several clans of different origin agreeing to support a Sultan, who is, primus inter 
pores, « leader rather than u ruler, No Sultan has despotic power. Same are, of 
Course, much stronger than others, but few can put a tribesman to death for any cause 
whatever, In some instances the Sultan has hardly avy direct authority at all, He ean 
act only *ba-al-basr”—that is, by diplomacy, On'the other hand, even the most loosely 
knit confederacies appear to have greater povers of cohesion than vould be imagined, 
til cleet Sultana fro the sani family fou generation. aller goveration,. NO tribe, oF 
group of tribes, ean do without a Sultan, It seems to be felt that in war (that is to say, 
in a contest involving the whole tribe) a leader is required who shall be apart from the 
Jealousies of the Sheikhs of the various sections, ‘The Sultan is also usetul ns. a Court 
‘of Appeal, to whom disputes between the Sheikhs and their tribesmen can be referred. 
Further, almost all tribes have dependents, ‘These are cither weal tribes: or fragments 
of trilcs, who receive protection, in return for which they are bound to fight for thar 
protectors; or thoy are the non-fighting inhabitants of districts which have become 
incorporated in the possessions of tie tribe, and who pay tribute in some form or other. 
In the former case the people are classed as “asukur ” (soldiers); in the latter they are 
simply “rayah’” (subjects), Over such dependencies the Sultans usually exereise real 
authorit 

. The family of Bin Aff, of Kara, Sultans of the Yallai Beni Kasil, were o 
Chief of the whole Yaliai tribe. It is said that about 100 years ago Sultan 
this line, gave a part of his country tou favourite follower, ‘Ali Harhara, who 
tus Lecaue an importaut Sheikh, We do not know the details of tie story, nor are 
they of inportanee for present purposes. ‘The main fact is that the descendants: of 

Jv Ali became Sulian of the Yailaisas-Satial, comprising about two-thirds of the

wiiole tribe, ‘The family is now very numerous, numbering, according to Captain 
Wameford, some 400. persons. ‘They form, therefore, what would be called in a 
Pathan tribe a Khan Khel” of considerable Strenzth. Jealousies and rivairies are, of 
course, rife among. so lange a number of persons all belonging to a ruling family, and 
several of whom are pretenders to the position of Sultan. I append a zenealorical 
table, which shows the principal meimbers of the family, and their relationship to one 
another, {t will be seen that there are two branches, viz, the direct descendants of 
Sheikh Ali Harhara, known as Ahl Kiiel Sheikh Ali, and a collateral branch, the 
descendants of Kahitan,n brother of Sheikh Ali.

His Majesty's Minister at Tehran considors that the Baklitiarl Chiefs ave withi 
their right in claiming a settlement upon the above basis, amd that their proposal isa 
fair one to Messts. Lynch. He is further of opinion that it js desirable to arrive at an 
arrangement, by which all accounts would be settled up to date, before the impending 
departure of the Chiefs and of Mv.

TITAVE the lionour to report that T found on my arrival here on the 22nd instant 
a telegram from His Majesty's Ambassador at Constantinople, informing me that thi 
Porte was raising difficulties about a tour which it heard I proposed making during. 
my stay at Bagdad to the neighbouring towns of Kerbela, Hillab, and Nejef, on the 
grounds of the cholera epidemic, and of the possible political effect on the “'Sadoun

"The latter reason was palpably transparent, as Sheikh Sadoun is somewhere 
down near Koweit, and his partisans could not possibly be influenced by my under 
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taking the short excursion to Babylon and the two adjacent sacred eifies, made by nearly 
every traveller in Irak Arabi, 

T can only conjecture that the apprehensions expressed by the Porte were inspired 
by the Russians, who thought that if I went to Nejef or Kerbela I might intrigue 

h the Persian Mujteheds, although the local Turkish authorities were, no doubt, 
predisposed to be suspicious of my moyements, in view of the sensational rumours, 
many of them of the most absurd character, current here as to the sinister political 
object with which the Viecroy had lately visited Koweit. 

Thad, a5 a matter of fact, formed no definite plaus as to whether or not T should 
vilit any of the places above mentioned, so that the intention ascribed to me of doing 
so rested on conjecture only.

Your Excellency will observe that the Government of India have been informed 
that no steps are to be taken to enter into closer relations with Nejd, or to send agents 
thore without previous consultation with His Majesty's Government, 

Tt will be within your Bxeolleney’s recollection that, since the date of the Koweit 
Agreement, proposals Haye successively been made for the extension of British 
protection fo the territories of the Sheiklis of Koweit and El Katr and of the Amir of 
Nojd, and that on is Majesty’s Government hiave, after full considerat 
of the circumstances, decided that it would pediont to incur the difficulties and 
embarrassments involved. In the present instanee, though it is uo doubt desirable 
that His Majesty's Goxernment should be in possession of fuller information with 
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regard to the interior of Arabia, the proposed course of deputing a European officer 
vould, in all probability, lead to further proposals for establishing closer relations with 
the Saud family, to which there would be objections at least as great as in the case of 
the overtures made on behalf of the Chiefs of Nejd and El Katr. 

Tn particular, the advice repeatedly given to Sheikh Mubarek of Koweit to abstain 
from all participation in the insurrecticnary movement against the Amir of Nejd, of 
which the Saud family are the prime movers, renders it inadvisable that His Majesty’s 
Government should be committed to any course of action which would appear to give 
encouragement to the latter, or which could be represented by the Turkish Govern- 
ment as a breach of the understanding between the two Governments for the 
‘maintenance of the stalus quo in those regions, 

Before, however, replying finally to the India Office, I should be glad to be 
farnished with your Excellency’s observations upon the subject.

His Excellency went on to say that there was no truth in the rumours current in the 
capital that the Persian Government intended again to have recourse to Rassia for 
financial assistance. [ hear, however, from two good sources, that a fresh Russian loan 
was discussed at Jajrud, but that the idea was dropped owing to the opposition of the 
Shab, A¥T had the honour to. report to your Lordship in my telegram No. 1 of the 
7th January, the Ain-ed-Dowleh also informed me that there sas no present idea of 
another Russian loan, 

‘As regards the proposed is, Lam very sceptical as to whether they will ever be 
cuntied out, Any reduction in ture is most untikely, having regard to 
the cliaincter of the persons who form the Shah’s entourage. ‘There seems no prospect 
of the rolorm of the Muliat, which is the only measure which would be likely to be of 
permanent advantage to the country. I venture to think that the real difficulty is that 
there is no Persia Minister of suilicfent eapacity or knowledge to undertal 
revolution in the administration, As for the selieme of local treasuries, if they wore 
managed by Persians it would be merely « case of substituting one form ot peculation for 
another, If they were administered by Belgians, there would be more chance of » 
successful result, but the Governors and minor officials would do all. they could to throw 
obstacles in the way of the collection of taxes, and it is probable that European 
ollicials would. tind it dificult, or perhaps impossible, to carry out their duties in such 
circumstances.

told the Mushir-ed-Dowleh that I had no instructions to discuss with him the 
question of the Indian guards attached to His Majesty's Legation, but, speaking 
quite unoflicially, T inquited why the Persian Goverument objected to the presence of

a-simall body of men whose duties were merely to ride with the Minister's carriage and 
carry messazes and letters in the town. 

T gathered from his Excellency’s very evasive reply. that the Shah considered 
that in some way or other the presence of the Indian soldiers was derogatory to his 
dignity. He inquired whether the Persian Minister in London or the Persian Consul- 
General at Bombay would be allowed to have an escort of Persian cavalry. I replied 
that I did not know what view His Majesty’s Government would take of an applica- 
tion by the AliesSultanch to be permitied to drive out in London escorted by 
Persian sowars, but it was quite unusual, cither in Europe or in India, for diplomatic 
or Consular officials to be accompanied by mounted men.

Memorandum by Lieutenant-Colonet Douglas on the Bakhtiaris and other tribes of 
South-West Persia, 


ACCORDING to figures given by Ue Chiefs of the tribe, the Bakhtiaris could 
place in tho field a force of 30,000 armed men, Of these, 7,000 or 5,000 would be 
vyell-moutited, and. armed with bre i of tive remainder, about half would have 
Horses of sorls, and they would be armed with guns of native manufacture. A general 
levy of the tribesmen would. produce some 70,000 or 80,000 men between the ages of 
20 aud GO, Asa proof of their powers of mobilization, they assert that when in 1902 
‘force was raised for operations against the Sagnands, Derekwands, and other tribes of 
Tuuristan, oiders were sent that one man out of every four was t0 proceed at once to 
the place of rendezvous, and that in twenty days a force of 12,000 men had been 
collected. "hey say also’ that all the tribesmen’ understand the use of a riffe and are 
sgooil shots, 

Tt would, of course, le unwise to place much relianee on these statements, but taking 
them as a rough basis, and allowing a liberal discount for exaggeration, it seems 
probable that the Bukbtiaris Chiefs could jn an emergency raise a force of about 20,040 
men, and that it vould take them about six weeks to bring them together. As regards 
their armament, there are in the country a fair nu f Martini rifles, some of English 
tnd otliers of Helgian make. So far as can be ascertained, the total number does uot 
exceed, 7,000 or 8,000 at the outside, they are mostly badly kept, often much worn, and 
in a large proportion the action is in éome way defective; in some eases the leaf of the 
backsight was wanting, in many others, there was no slide on it. A few of the personal 
followers of the Chiefs have better rifles, including « few -303 Lee-Knficlds. ‘The 
remainder of the force would carry only smooth-bore muzzle-londing guns of Persian 
ruauufacture. As has been already pointed out, the prohibition, which is strictly enforced 
‘against the import of arms and ammunition reuders it almost impossible for them to 
















































renew their stock of rifles. ‘Their supply of ammunition is very small, and is only kept 
up by constantly refilling the old casos with country-made black powder, with the result 
that it is of very inferior quality, and probably a week's hard fighting would entirely 
exhaust their resourees. 

Tt is extremely difficalt to make any estimate of the number of, men who would be 

serviceably mounted, Each of the Chiefs keeps up a certain force of sowars in his own 
following, who are provided with small but useful mownts, and armed chicfly with 
Martinis, but the total number of these does not probably amount to much more than 
1,000. Many of the tribesmen own mares, which are used chiefly for breeding purposes, 
and help fo carry the baggaze of the houscliold on the annual migrations. Both horses 
Gnd mules are bred, but almost all the young stock to be seen in the country are in 
their first year. ‘The mares are apparently covered in the winter, when the tribes are 
flown in the plains of Arabistan, the young stock are kept only for a year or two, and 
{re then sold either in Isfaban or to dealers from the neighbourhood of Muham-Marah, 
Nhence many of them find their way to India, ‘The richer men, petty Chiefs, heads of 
setions, ke, mostly keep a mare or two for riding purposes, but excluding them and 
the followers of the bigger Chiefs, few mounted men are met with, On the whole, it is 
very doubtful whether 9,000 serviceably mounted men eould be ¢ollected, probably 2,000 
yr 3000 would be a safer estimate, A fair number of others would bring inferior ponies, 
Of sorts which would help them to move from place to place and carry a certain, amount 
of food, &e. 
“vould all be without military training, properly so called, of any description. 
is their shooting powers, every Bakhtiari who owns a gun of any sort is always 
at any wild thing he sees, partridges, pizeons, and other birds, as well as 
‘mals, and it is only the difficulty of procuring ammunition that Keops this 
inate Bring in check, [fa mounted man puts up a fox or a hare, lio almost 
always gallops after and fires at it from his horse, ‘The result is that they are mostly 
fair rand often very good, shots at short ranges (100 or 200 yards), but they seldom fire 
at anything over 400 yards distant, considering it waste of ammunition to do 505 very 
fow of thom understand the use of a backsight, and with their prosent arms and ainmu- 
nition they would be quite useless at long ran 

‘When ealled out for service, if ordered to do 0, each man could doubtless bring 
x amount of supplics and a donkey, of which they posseas many, to help 
him to carry them, ‘The richer districts, such as the Chabar Mabal or the plains of 
‘Arabistan, could support a considerable force, the period for which they could a 20 
varying ascording to the season of the year; but unless somo system were organized, 
JAP ansport and supplies were collected, tt would be impossible to keep the men in the 
field for auy length of time in other parts of the country. 

From the above it is evident that the fighting power of the Bakhtiaris, either for 
‘offence or defence, is, under present circumstances, very sinall indeed, and the amount 
Of resistence which they coutd offer to European troops is practically insignificant, By 
hanging on the flanks of an enemy, and attackiig Ins line of communications when a 
favourable opportunity offered, they might do something t that 
is the utmost that could be expected of them. 

‘On the other hand, if armed with a serviceable weapon, and with a certain amount 
of organization and a little training, there is no reason why the Bakhtiaris should not be 
Site to offer a formidable opposition to auy invasion of their country, Physically, they 
dro execllent material for soldiers, of good physique, active, keen sportsmen, und 
‘accustomed to a life of hardship, Among the Persians they have a great reputation for 
Gravery and as daring raiders, and though their raiding operations are now earrica out 
on a very much smaller scale than formerly, they are still a terror to travellers on the 
roads in the vieinity of their country. 

‘he Persian standard of bravery is not perhaps a very high one; but a Bakhtiari 
force is said to have fought well under British leadership at the coromencement of the 
fast century, and they are certainly far superior to most Persians in physieal courage 
‘Added to this, they have many traditions of the prowess of their ancestors in various 
‘vars, and unlimited confidence in their own ability to face the troops of any nation, 
both valuable assets, 

If, then, we are to utilize these tribesmen to resist Russian encroachment towards 
the south-west of Persia, ¥e must do all we can to give them some military trainin: 
beforehand, and when the time for action comes, to. provide them with arms and 
ammunition, and with officers to help them to organize their resistane: 

The Chiefy themselves are very anxious to obtain for their men some sort of military 
instruction, and if we can form from among the tribesmen a small force, nominally as 












































































rotard his advance, 
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rond guards, under a British officer, it could he utilized as a training school for as many 
men as possible, No large amount of drill would be necessary, and the training should 
be directed rather towards teaching them to use the rifle at long ranges, and to develop- 
ing the natural instinct for guerilla fighting, which every hillman possesses. ‘The 
younger Chiefs would doubtless be sent, and they could easily be induced to take an 
interest in it, and would themselves receive valuable instruction in. the principles of 
rodern warfare, subject of which they are at present profoundly iznorant. Having 
in this way given a certain amount of training to as many of them as possible, 
it would only remain, should tne time for action ever come. to arm the tribe, 
and to furnish them with a few British officers to help them with their organization, 
‘As armament, under present circumstances, the Martini-ffenry rifle seems to be the most 
nitable, as they already know it, Since the rearmament of the native army in India, 
there must bea large number of serviceable Martinis in that country, stock 
‘of say 20,000 stand with the necessary ammunition might be kept ready for issuc if 
ited, 

Its not contendeid tliat the force which would thus be produced, would be in any sense

‘he tax of 10 per cent. on all salaries and pensions which had heen originally 
cantemplated has, his Excellency states, been abandoned, owing to the unwillingness 
Of the Ain-ed-Dowleh to offend the entire ruling class, but: it is proposed to establish 
Sn each provincial capital a Government Treasury, into which the Governor shall pay the 
‘entire direct taxes, and which shall remit them, after deducting the amount charge- 
‘able for local salaries, to the Central Government at ‘Tehran,  ‘Hhese treasuries will bo 
in the eustody and under the supervision of the local Belgian Customs officials, and, 
Whore none exist, under the postmasters, who are subordinate to M. Naus. If the 
amount paid into a provincial treasury should fall short of the sum for which @ 
provinco is assessed, the local Governot wil, for every such periodical shortage, inowr 
AMhue of 20 per cent, of the sum due by him, ancl if this is not paid, will be dismissed. 

‘The object of the summons of all Provincial Governors. to ‘Tehran was fo explain

rojeet (which is obviously lis suggestion, and the effect of which will be to place the 
fand revenue of Persia under bis own control and thnt of his subordinates) would be 
really accepted by the Shah and the Ain-ed-Dowleh, or would share tho fate of its 
numerous predecessors. 

He replied that he believed that the Ain-ed-Dowleh, though inferior in diplomatic 
ability to the Atabeg-i-Azam, had a far trucr grasp of the internal situation, owing to 
the personal experience he had acquired as a Provineial Governor, and in which the 
ex-Grand. Vizier was lacking, He himself had impressed upon His Highness, the 
Cxamplo of China, which, like Persia, luvd an ancient Asiatio civilization, and in which 
the Vicoroys and Provincial Mandarins were in the habit of doing very much what 
tey liked in the matter of fleecing the populations within their own districts, but 
wore, nevertheless, not permitted, as in this country, fo rob the Central Government, 
Dut were compelled, at the risk of forfeiting their places, or even their heads, to remit 
the sums required from them to Peking, He seemed to think that this aualogy and 
line of reasoning had commended itself to the Ain-ed-Dowleh, and that the latter 
would carry the scheme through. 

This to be presumed, though I forgot to ask M. Naus this, that all salaries and 
pensions, other than those paid to provincial employ6s in their respective provinces, 
Frit be paidiout of the central treasury, insteal of, as isnt present the case, by means of 
Mhavales "or “ berats” on the provineial ones, and that the Governors and provincial 
officials will receive as their pay a fixed proportion of the provincial revenue, instead 
of being permitted to manipulate it at their own discretion. 

T have alivags been somewhat seeptical as to the efflency of the various schemes 
which Ihave heard suggested for the reorganization of the “malint” so long as the 
Supreme admuistrative authority remains in the hands of its presont holders, and 1 
Shull watch the application of these measures, if they really are tried, with more 
interest than confidence in their suecess.

T HAVE the honour to transmit herewith, with reference to Mr. Grant-Dutf’s 
despatel No, 210 of the S1st December, 1903, a copy of the Mushir-ed-Dowleh’s reply 
to my private note of the Gth December respecting the Viceroy's refusal to land at 
Bushire, 

As stated in my telegram No. 12 of the 28th ultimo, I thought it best that my 
pondence on this subject with the Mushir-ed-Dowlch should close, and T accordingly 
told him as much in the course of a visit which I paid him on the 31st ultimo, adding that 
{ should be happy to afford him the fullest further verbal inations which he might 
T then dealt with the various arguments put forward in his viote, pointed out the 
cal diffculties—imperfectly realizable by any one not acquainted with Bushire—which 
the olfieial residence proposed’ for’ the Viceroy at Bahmani impossible of 
and again explained how the formal and somewhat peremptory refusal of the 
Javernment to allow the alternative of a return to the original program 
upon with me before my departure had been not unnaturally construed by the Vieeroy as 
indicating an iudisposition to treat him with the honours due to his high rank, 

‘Tho Moshir-ed-Dowlel, said that there had evidently been a misunderstanding on 
both sides, which he deeply deplore, ‘The object of the Pervian Government bad fom 
the very first been to accord the Viceroy a :aest brilliant and cordial reception, aud it had 
ecw arranged that during the banquet to be given in honour of the visit by the Ala-cd- 
Dowleh, a personal telegram should be received by the Viceroy from the Shah, conferring 
‘upon hin the Onder of the “Timsal” in diamonds (which is usually bestowed on special 
‘Aubassadors, and was recently conferred on Lord Downe), It was precisely because the 
Persian Government desired to trent his Excellency not like a mere ordinary envoy, who 
‘night, as M. Viassoi had done, go to his own Consulate or to m Persian Government 
House’ as he pleased, but like a special Ambassador or Royal visitor, that they had Jaid 
auch stress on his being received ia a louse prepared for him by themselves, ani hind felt 
tliat, Halter these preparations he insisted on yoing to his Consulate, the idea would be 
suggested to the population that he was dissatisfied, or that relations between the two 
Governments were not as cordial as they should be. { observed that no such idea could 
have i the Viceroy had agreed to dine as the Persian Government's guest at 
the Charborj, and that it seemed a pity that if the Persian Government attached such 
importance to his neceptance of a Persian residence, as an indispensable feature of the 
reception, they hind not made this absolutely clear from the beginning, instead of agreeing 
to my original programme, which provided for the first visit at the Residency, Tadded 
that since it was clear, from what his Excellency had said, that we had been at cross 
purposes, aiid that this rogeettable incident was the outcome of misconception on both 
sides, thought it would he best to bury the controversy to which it had given rise ; and 
Tsaid tht, as his Excellency was doubtless aware, your Lordship had already intimated 
‘as much in w communication uddressed by you to’ the Persian Minister in London, 
Mushir.ed-Dowleh observed that a telegram on the subject had atrived that day from the 
‘Aluees-Sultaneh, the decypher of which had not yet been brought him, and I gave him, at 
his request, 4 suunoary of your Lordship's Menoraudom, ts described ia_your telegram 
No. 3 of uhe 8th ultimo.  L offered, at- the same time, to repeat, if the Shalt desired it, 
the explanation of what hud occurred at Bushire, at the audience of His Majesty, for 
which, Tsaid, I should have the honour to ask on the occasion of my return to Tehiran, 
and his Excellency said that he would mention what I had told him to His Majesty. 

‘The Mushir-ed-Dowleh's general tone was very friendly and conciliatory, and it would 
appear that on a calier review of the whole incident, and perhaps since the reception of 
my letter of the 6th December, the Persian Governinent have begun to realize that they 
fre not, as they undoubtedly at first believed, oF affected to believe, the only aggrieved 
party, "His Excellency said it was a matter of regeet to him that such a contretemps 
Should have occurred during his tenure of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, and seemed 
anxious to divest himself of all personal responsibility for it, observing, which I understand 
from Me, Grant-Duff is the truth, that on the day of the Vieeroy’s arrival off Bushire, he 
‘was really incapacitated by illness from dealing with the cr 

‘To sum up the impressions which I have gathered since my return here, I think: 
(1) That the Persian Government, and especially the Shab, were sincerely destrous of 
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ving the Viceroy a brilliant reception and misunderstood the objections raised by his 
sxcellency to the details of the programme proposed by them; but that (2) at the 
moment of his Excellency’s arrival at Bushire they were in a state of unusual irritation 
with us, owing to our action in the matter of the Hishmet-ul-Mulk, and that this cireum- 
Stance, combined with the misconception above described, caused the Shab, whose tem 

i as quick as his powers of comprehension are slow, to dispatch the final orders forbidding 
the visit to the Residency, which rendered all further negotiations, on the basis of the 
compromise suggested by me, impossible. I'am inclined also to think that the Alu-ed- 
Dowleh’s telegrams did not help matters, and that both he and the Mushir-ed-Dowleh 
were over-sensitively anxious that nothing in the arrangements should indicate that he 
was in any respect inferior in dignity to Lord Curzon, 

The Alized-Dowleh, though one of the best Governors in Persia, is by no means free 
from the inordinate vanity which is the strongest weakness of his countrymen. He felt 
doubts, for example, as to whether he could properly accept the K.C.1.E, in view of the 

rcumstance that a higher decoration had been conferred on the Saltan of Muscat, a petty 
‘Arab Chief whose ancestors had held Bunder Abbas as vassals of the Government of Fars, 
and who was in any ease niot fit to be mentioned in the same breath with the representa- 
tive of the King of Kings and successor of Cyrus and Darius: and the mere fact that 
Seyed Feysul-bin-Turki had visited Lord Curzon on board the “ Hardinge” caused him to 
resent the soggeton that he should do the sun, a ending to over ito that Prince's 
level. 

suspect this may have had something to do with his not returning the Admiral’s 
call, though the excuse which he gave me that he was too unwell owing to overwork for 
the long excursion by boat, was not entirely without foundation, He probably feared 
that he might mect the Viceroy on the flag-ship, and that whether he did or not, his 
having gone out to the flect would be regarded by the population of Bushire as an attempt 
to propitiate Lord Curzon by a first visit, on board, and be misinterpreted by lis enemies 
at ‘Tehran 

The only Persian with whom I have so far had occasion to discuss the Bushire 
incident is the Mushir-ed-Dowleh, but a fair idea of the impression it would be likely to 
produce on the average educated Persian acquainted with the whole fcts may, T think, be 
Herived from the inclosed Memorandum of a conversation between Mr, Churchill and the 
Finnan Firma, during our stay at Kermanshah, M, Naus asked me about it, aud though 
he said very little, it was clear from his manner, when 1 told him the whole story, and 
froin the few observations which he made, that he recognized the reasonableness of the 
position taken up by the Viceroy.

Tehran, January 11, 1904. 

LT HAVE received and understood your Excelleney’s note, addressed to mo from 
Bushire, respecting the unfortunate incident which prevented his Excellency the Viceroy 
of India from visiting the Persian Gulf [sic]. 

Taleo, without wishing to diseuss this incident or expressing my arguments, content 
ayself forthe present with rejecting the angumonta put fornnrd in your note, 

Twas surprised to hear that your Excellency had concluled from my telegram of 
the 16th November that the proposals made by you respecting his Excellency Lord 
Curzon's going to the British Consulate-General, where the Ala-ed-Dowleh would call 
on him, was accepted by you, ‘The object of my telegram of the 15th November was to 
do away with the statements mate in Mr. Grant-Duffs telegram allewing that I had said 
that the Viceroy had to pay the first visit, 

Ie appears that your Exelon bas interreted my telegram in a dierent senge, 
and you have contented yourself with the conjecture that your first proposals about the 
Viceroy’s reception had “been accepted by the Persian Government, In fact, if your 
Excellency would refer to my above-mentioned telegram, you would, with your night 
judgment, confess that this conjecture has had no foundation whatever, because this 
talaga refers f,asotherguetin, ond bar bade connection wih Ce raids of 

iceroy. 
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Further, itis stated in your private note that when the Viceroy, on account of his 
infirmity, eould not accept the official residence provided by the Persian Government, 
you thought that the Persian Government would acquiesce in the Viceroy’s taking up 
Js quarters in the Residency. Is it not algo necessary that T should express surprise at 
this'eonjecture, because, when the Legation gave information that the Viceroy, on 
necouat of the aceident he had received, could not traverse a distance of 1 farsakh (though, 
lis Excellency had travered a similar distance of 3 miles at Koweit with the Sheikh of 
that place), the Persian Government, in order to please his Excellency at once selected 
the Chabor} for the purpose, informed the British Legation, and it was accepted ? 

"After some time it was said that as the official residence of Lord Curzon would be 
too close to that of the Ala-ed-Dowleh, if would be better that another place should be 
selected for the former, and therefore the Amirich was chosen at once. 

With regard to the latter place, your Excellency states that if it had been selected 
‘n the boginning it would have been accepted. cannot, comprehend that the selection 
of this house three days before the Viceroy's arrival could be the cause of the refusal. 
Nothing was necessary for the Viceroy but a residence, and it did not matter whether 
the place was selected two or ten days before his Excellency’s arrival, 

With regard to Lord Curzon’s visit to Persia, the Persian Government did, not 
change its atfitude, as you have stated in your nots, From the beginning to the end the 
Viceroy's visit to Bersia was pleasing to tlie Persian Government, and if there has been 
any change in the attitude, it has been on the part of the Viceroy, who, in the beginning,

Pulling aside these arguments, international law resorted to by. your Exeelleney 
doos not define this diiculty, With regard to ceremonies, international law is often 
put aside when the Persian Government is concerned, and whenever a claim is pot 
forward it is defended by the argument that the action is in accordance with Persian 
saves and customs, For example, the British Legation has always acted according. to 
the usnge of the country in matters connected with the reception of, and dealing with, 
‘Ambassadors, Ministers Extraordinary, Consuls, Se,, when the Persian Government are 
concerned, 

I this is the ease, and if, in relation with English officials, the usage of the country 
tnust be observed, his Excellency Lord Curzon should have acted in this manner, 
Tweause in, Persia it is not the custom that the host should not prepare a place of 
residence for his guest and seud him to his own house; and I think it is mot even the 
eustoin in Europe, 

Oiten when Kings and Ambassadors visit countries they take up their quarters in 
ti places arranged for them by the Government of the country whieh they are visiting. 
Te! same. rule was observed by the Persian Government in respect to Lord Downe, 
Gouersl Konropatkine, and others. His Imperial Majesty: the Shab was received in 
Tondon in the sume way, Such examples are innumerable, and that of the King of 
England cannot be considered decisive, Besides this, according to international law, 
Lewations are considered Governiuent buildings and enjoy privileges which Consulates 
do not enjoy at all. 

HHetore finishing this question, itis necessary co remind you of the reference made 
by you in your note to the ceremonies observed by the Persian authorities at Resht in 
connection with the reception of the Russian Minister, is reception had not been 
Seconded to the Russian Minister alone, but to your Excellency aud to all other Envoys 
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Extraordinary at the Court of Persia. 
With regard to his fact, the Persian Goverument has observed Treaties, with 





forcign Povers, and it is not the custom that the Persian Government should provide the 
Ministers at ite Court with houses; and that is why the Ministers take up their quarters 
in the Consulates of their Govermments; but as Lord Curzon was a distinguished 
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guest of the Persian Government, the reception usually afforded to Ministers did not 
suit him, and his staying as a Government guest in the ‘Constilate-General was not 
contemplated.

On this point, accordingly, they had reached @ deadlock, and if the Russian 
negotiators were still obstinate, it was tho intention of the Persian Government to 
audress personal appeal to the Emperor of Russia. Should this fail, they should 
refer the whole question » to the International Tribunal at The Hague, which 
would probably reconizo Porsia’s right to have a much stricter and more European

‘This lod to the “ Subsihi Ayroement” of 1881, by whick the Sultan of Lahej was 
recognized ‘as oxercising sovereign authority over the terttory oecupied by all the 
tribes of the Subathi, excluding such as at present acknowledged Turkish authority.” 
‘The Agreement, howover, only remained in force about five years, becoming inoperative 
in 1886, ‘The various Subaihi clans then “resumed their old position of independent 
relations with the Adon Residency, and their stipends were restored to them.” 

With regard to the phrase “excluding such as at present acknowledge Turkish 
authority” no reason is given in the correspondence underlying the Agreement why 
these words were inserted, nor is any mention made in the papers of any section who 
then acknowledged ‘Turkish supremacy. We have no idea what tribes were intended ;

nor are there, eo far as we are aware, any Subaihi sections at the present time who 
actually acknowledge the authocity of the present Government. 

In 1889 Protectorate Treaties were entered into with the Atifi and Berhimi, who 
are the coast sections of the tribe,

has in addition constant relations with the following sections, to whom presents in money 
of greater or less amount are given every year, provided the behaviour of the Sheikhs 
and their people lias been satisfactory.

Tt includes the 
Waili Turan, which contains some cultivation, and the village of the same name, On 
the cast, the Atifi march with the Zureki, a clan with whom we hayo’ no relations, 
and with the Buremi and Burhimi, ‘There are also Atif in the Wadi Am Shahar cast 
of Jabal Khawaz, ‘The Beni Jinga and Am Jiraba, living at Kuderi and Dar Mujaraha, 
sespoctively, are subjects of the Buremi and Atif. Ahmad-ba-Saleh, one of the chief 
Sheikhs of the Atif, lives on Jabal Masana or Masna, 

Beyond the Zurcki and Buremi comes an important part. of the frontier, vin, Jabal 
Khala, or the Maktari country, In the correspondence which preceded the “Subehi 
Agreement” of 1811 the Makiari and Athwari are specially stated to be independent 
sub-tribes inbabiting the hilly tracts bordering on the Turkish frontier to the nortli-west, 
of the Subaihi, ‘The Turkish frontier was, therefore, at. that time beyond the territory 
inhabited by the Maktari and Athwari, ‘To quote the words of the then Itesident’s 
letter to Government, dated 16th May, 1881, (These two substribes (Maktari and 
Athwari) number respectively about 3,000 and 1,000, and have not been subjugated by 
the Turkish authorities, being still independent.” ‘The Maktari still assert their 
independence of the Turks, and during the Inst two years have repeatedly asked to. be 
included in British territory. ‘The reply made to them has in all eases been that, 
when the Boundary Commission reached their country, it would be decided whether 
they properly belonged to the British Protectorate, or must be included in ‘Turkish 
territory. The inclusion of Jabal Khala within the British boundary would be in 
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one renpeee convenient, ani produces @ large amount of the Kat so much consumed 
in Aden. 

‘As regards the Athwari, they live beyond the Jurebi, and we have had litfle to do 
with them. When the Sultan of Labe} undertook an. expedition against the Subaihi in 
1862, the Athwari visited him at Dar Saiyeh, where the Abdali then bad a post. They 
He that ithe Beivah Government vould prevent the Turks from taking possession. of 
their country, they on their part would give up levying transit dues. ‘The inclusion 
of their country, with that of Maktari, in the British Protectorate would not be objected 
to by the Aden Residency if a good frontier-line were thereby obtained. 

With regard tothe remainder of the Subaihi border, the boundary-line would be the 

We have no 
dealings with the people of Jabal Kubati, though they appear to be independent of the

abl county. Here he was joined by some Kubatis and Dhufaris, also Havesb, and

of the property which was plundered. His Bxerllency went on to say. that the local 
autlionties had alrendy endeavoured to exact blood-money from the tribe in question. 
but that their efforts had proved utterly unsuceeseful, ‘The tribe were simple nomads, 
and had no property which could be seized, and they had withdrawn into the desert, 
quite beyont the reach of the authorities, "His Excellency also maintained that in a 
Helit which took place at Zeruaka between the ‘Turkish troops and Ben Mekiarilt and 
iis companions, all of whom belongal to the offending tribe, the presuined murderers 
of Sheikh Selman and his relatives must have all perished. ‘The Minister consequently 
Hioped tliat His Majesty’s Government would he ood enough to consider this question 
as definitively settled.
